Very often it is only memliers 
of the family or near relatives who no 
th e them at all. 
Much more rarely 
the person is seen instead of being 
beard some time before Iii-- or her ar 
rival. 
It is to be particularly noted 
that the idea of tin* vardogr is not ..n< 
which is confined to the uneducated 
classes 
It is equally recognized am 
its reality admitted by persons of edn 
cation and culture.
